(b) Combat #fficiency and Value 


The regular Army, Nuvy, Police, Coast and River 
Suards are the only armed organizations. Tho Reserve Forces, 
National and Territorial Guards are not armed, equipped or 
organized. The first mentioned organizations are well equipped 
and trained, loyal to a degree, woll disciplined; their moral 
cannot be classed better than good. 


No opportunity has been offered the Attache to see 
the Argentine working under war pressure. However, it would 
soem from outward appearances and considering the above facts 
that it can bo rated as good. In the opinion of the Attache, 
a comparative rating with other South American armies would be 
in the following order: Argentina, Brazil, Paraguay and Chile 
or Bolivia. 


Tho condition of Argentina's armament has been con=- 
stantly improved since the Armament Law was passed in 1926, 
which approved an expenditure of $100,000,000.00 n/n gold pesos. 
This money was not appropriated outright, but partially from 
year to year. Tho Armament Commission is still functioning 
and includes the Permanent Commission stationed in the Federal 
Capital, as well as the Commission in Europe whose headquarters 
is at present in Londone 


Argentina is gradually replacing her artillery material 
with the Schneider 75 and 105 m/m Model 1928. She has purchased 
two experimental batteries of antiaircraft 76.5 n/m equipped 
with all the modern olectrical appliances and the same fire 
control equipment as is employed in our Army. She possesses no 
tanks. Her armoured cars have recently been turned over to the 
Federal Capital Police. 


Her machine guns and auto rifles are in good condi-~ 
tion as are her infantry small arms, which are repaired locally 
at the Arsenal. 


She has replaced all of her-communications equipment 
both telephone and radio with "Telefunken" and is manufacturing 
locally her signal equipment, cables, reel and instrument carts, 
as she at the same time purchased the patent and manufacturing 
rights. 


Her sanitary and hospital equipment has been replaced 
by German equipment. 


Engineer equipment was purchased in Italy, with manue 
facturing rights. 


Her aeronautical equipment consists of 136 planes, 
30 of which are old Avro Trainers and which are being replaced 
&@s money becomes available. Argentina has an excellent aero- 
plane factory which is located in Cordoba. She is capable of,

masks and a laboratory for oxperimental purposes, which is 
located at tho Arsenal in the Federal Capital.

(a) Strength and Composition. . _ Ss pa) 


The military forces of Argentina consist of its army 
and Navy, which function under separate Ministers, namely the 
Minister of Var and tho idinister of Marine. Both are chosen 
from officers of the active service, and are moembors of the 
cabinet of the chief executive. 


The Active Army consists of 1,897 regular combat offi- 
cers; 599 asimilado officers (Meds yQeMeyVotoyDeCogd AsGeDe); 
3,481 noncommissioned officers (voluntoers); 490 noncommissioned 
officers asimilado (Med.,J.M.,Vet.); 636 cadets; 530 aspirant 
noncommissioned officers; 23,080 volunteer enlisted men and con= 
scripts (987 are from other classos serving punishmont for mili- 
tary offenses). For 1935 there will be 27,195 conscripts. 


The Officers Xeserve Corps consists of 3,275 officers 
all branches of the service, together with 307 retired officers 
who could be called into the service in time of national emergency. 


The Reserve consists of 264,515 mon; the National Guard 
of 198,925; while the Territorial Guard consists of 80,000 men. 


The Total Organized “orces are: Regular Army 30,7133 
Reserves 447,012; Additional manpower untrained (last ten classes) 
1,054,114 or a Grand Total of 1,531,839. 


Argentina's National Guard is unorganized, as is her 
Territorial Guard. No efforts have beon made to organize the 
resorves of this country. The conscription system was put into ° 
effect by law in 1905. Every malo citizen is called for service 
in his twentieth year. However, the number entoring depends upon 
the available funds for any particular year. Wen are chosen by 
the lottery system. Moen serve one year or for 3 months if quali- 
fied in the use of the rifle, or more according to exigencies of 
the service. Men pass automatically to the Reserve where they 
remain until 30, thence to tho National Guard until they reach 
their fortieth year, thence to the Territorial Guard until their 
4Sth year. 


There are 20 regiments of infantry, 12 regiments of 
cavalry, 5 regiments of artillery, 1 regiment of railroad troops, 
5 battalions of engineers, 5 signal companies, 5 separate groups 
of artillery: Various schools with detachments, 1 corps of cadets 
of the Military Academy, 1 regiment of gendarmerie cavalry, 1 
regiment of mounted police, 6 groups of air service.

COMMENTS. 


The troops of the Sth Division appear to be a different army than 
those of the lst Division in Buenos Aires. The enlisted personnel were almost 
100% pure Indian averoging about 5-4" in height, stockily built, apparently 
well trained in close order drill and in excellent physical condition. As 
troop personnel they would compare about with the troops of the Guatemalan 
regular army. 

The equip ent appeared to be in excellent condition, steel parts 
freshly painted and animals well-groomed end shod, 

The Division Staff included five officers, the regimental staffs 
averaged three, the battalion staffs 2 officers and the companies 2. The, 
AceCe Of So, Ge2, told the undersigned that many officers were attending 
schools, which accounted for the shortage of officers with troops. 

Troops below the Division, with the exception of the Artillery, 
seem to be almost totally lacking in communications and markedly deficient 
in transport. The Divisional Communications Section included four radio 
trucks, one telephone exchange and four reels of wire, all motorized. The 
men seem to lack means to carry smell arms amnunition. I asked several of 
the Military Attachés concerning these points and was informed that if the 
Argentine Army had this equipment it would be turned out for parade on July 9th. 

The organization of two other Infantry regiments was similar to the 
20th Infantry except that a mobtar section was not included,

COMMENTS » 
The enlisted personnel of the Lancer Regiment was 100% Indian, 
Men appeared to be uneducated, in excellent physical shape and 
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well trained in close order drill. Equipment was servicable, well kept and 
apparcntly well adjusted. 

Horses were in good condition, well groomed and well shod with 
medium shoe squared at the toe. 

The troopers are not kind to their mounts, apply the sharp 
rowel spurs with vigor and habitually ride on the curb. 

The organization of the Sabre Regiment(President's Guard) was 
the same as that of the Lancer Regiment, except that platoons with one 
exception were commanded by officers. The sabre was carried in lieu of the 
carbine. 

The cavalry regiments are almost totally lacking in automatic 
fire weapons, include no motor resonaissance agencies ahd as in the case 
of the infantry lack communications and transport. 

Officers above the grade of lieutenant are in general too fat 
for active service, 

The Argentine cavelry is not modern cavalry. They still believe 

fe in the charge end the use of the sabre and lance. Talking with the officers 
I gather that they think cavalry can fight mounted and that machine guns, 
motorization and mechanization are fine for European and American cavalry 
but that in Argentina horse cavalry is more useful. On the other hand, many 
of the younger officers ond some of the general officers seam quite inter= 
ested in recent events and their effect on organization and armament,

COMMENT. 

One regiment is assigned to each infentry division. It appears that 
the regiment has no communications section, so would have to depend upon 
the division or battalion for this service. The regiment lacks facilities 
and personnel for liaison with supported units but this is understandable 
when the organization of the three groups is considered. Considering the 
types and classes of ammunition required by the regiment it can be seen 
why no ammunition section is included. The division is charged with the 
supply of ammunition, food, equipment, etc. for the regiment. 

No facilities for anti aircraft protection are included in the regi- 
ment and when the terrain is considered(generally flat, open and almost 
totally lacking in trees or undergrowth) this would appear to be a vital 
weakness, 

A study of the rail and road net, the topography and the organization 
of the artillery regiments makes it possible to deduce the section in which 
the Argentines expect to employ their troops, or it may be that the German 
organization was adopted without a consideration of other factors, 

In the opinion of the Military Attaché it is a defective organization 
for this country; has too much weight of projectile for its probable theater 
of employment, lacks road mobility, is tied to paved roads except in the 
dry season, and the ammunition supply would be complicated end difficult in 
any frontier sector.

I have seen five infantry regiments and have been told on sev- 
eral occasions that the total strength was less than 500, so it would 
appear that the tabulation is approximately correct. 

The other regiments did not include the mountain section(mortar). 
(See report No. 6283). 

This can be taken as a type organization. 

Since writing Report No. 6283 I have had the opportunity of 
seeing the battalion machine gun companies, or platoons, at closo range, 
They are armed with the Hotchkiss light machine gun which we would clas- 
sify as a machine rifle. The tripod is constructed of very light steel 
tubing, cerried as described in basic report. It does not appear to be 
too stable. 

As was stated in previous corrospondence, organizational data 
is secret and the War Ministry has declined to furnish this information 
to the Military Attache.
